TO 

Constitute the Municipal town- of Boyle, the Borough of Sligo, ^877. 
and the Municipal town of BaUina into a Parliamentary 
Borough, to be called the Borough of Sligo. 

W HEREAS it is expedient to constitute the Municipal town 
of Boyle, the Borough of Sligo, and the Municipal town 
of Ballina into a Parliamentary Borough, to be called the Borough 
of Sligo ; 

6 Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

'' After 1st Jan- 

1. Prom and after the first day of^ January one thousand eight 
10 hundred and seventy -eight the Municipal town of Boyle in the andBiuuna’ 
County of Roscommon, the Borough of Sligo in the County of Sligo, L?ou|h“o^be 
and the Municipal town of Ballina in the County of Mayo, shall 
form a borough under the name of the Borough of Sligo, and such 
Borouo-h shall return one member to serve in Parliament. one member

15 2. On or before the thirty-first of Becemher one thousand eight Before the 

hundred and seventy-seven a register of voters for the borough of ? 877 ^®reSer 
Sligo, for the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight, 
shall be formed in the same manner, save as is lierein-after pro- 
vided, as now by law a register of voters for a borough in Ireland 
20 is formed, in all respects as if the borough of Sligo had, previously 
to the passing of this Act, been a borough returning a member to 
serve in Parliament. 

3. The Lord Lieutenant, by and with the advice of Her Blajesty’s iimLord 
Privy Conncil in Ireland, shall, after the passing of this Act, lix 
26 the times and dates at which, for the formation of a register of 

voters for the borough of Sligo for the year one thousand eight the scve^ 
hundred and seventy-eight, the Clerks of the Peace for the counties officers to ais- 
of Roscommon, Sligo, and Mayo, the Town Clerk of the Borough 
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A.D. 1S77. of Sligo, the clerks of the unions in which the said town of Boyle, 
time t^e Borough of Shgo, and the town of Ballina axe situated, and the 

■riaon sessions poox-xate coUectors of such sereral unions, shall discharge in respect 
in the year of the horough of Sligo Created by this Act the duties now imposed 

on them by law for borough registration, and shall also fix a time, 6 
not later than Hhe fifteenth of Beoemher in the year one thotisaiid 
eight hundred and seventy -seven, at which a court for the revision 
of the list of voters and for the formation of the register of voters 
for the borough of SHgo created by this Act for the year one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-eight shall be held. 10 

Provision 4. I’d’ the puTposc of forming a register of voters for the 
torrevhing i^Qj-ough of SHgo for the year one thotisand eight hundred and 
ofvotirffor seventy -eight, the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland may appoint a 
the borough )3arrister of not less than ten years standing to act as revising 

barrister of the list of voters for the horough of Sligo created by 15 
this Act for the yearoree thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight ; 
aud the baiTister so appointed shall have the same power and 
authority in every respect, in regard to such revision, as a Chairman 
of a county in Ireland now has in respect of a revision of a list of 
voters in any borough of Ireland ; and for the pui-pose of said 20 
revision such barrister shall hold a court of revision in the month 
of December one thousand eight hundred and sev&ity-seven in Boyle, 
Sligo, and Ballina, and shall be paid such sum in consideration 
of the duties performed hy him as the Lord Lieutenant shall 
appoint. 26 

5. On the first day of the session of Parhament which shall be 
held in the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight a 
writ shall issue to the Borough of Shgo for the election of a member 
to serve in Parliament. 

6. The High Sheriff of the county of Sligo shall be the returning 30 
of&cer of the horough of Sligo created by this Act, and the Town

this Act, the officer having the custody of the register of voters for the out the last 
county of Eoscommon for the year one thousand eight hundred and section. 
seventy-eight shall attend mth said register at the revision of voters 
for the Borough of Sligo directed hy this Act to be held at Boyle, 

10 and the officer having the custody of the register of voters for the 
county of SHgo for the year one thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
eight shall attend with said register at the revision of voters for the 
Borough of Sligo directed by this Act to be held at Sligo, and the 
officer having the custody of the register of votes for the county of 
16 Mayo for the year one thousand eight hmdred a/nd seventy-eight 
shall attend with said register at the revision of voters for the 
Borough of Sligo directed hy this Act to he held at Ballina, and 
at said several places the barrister appointed imder this Act to 
revies the list of voters for the borough of Sligo shall, on each of the 
20 said several county registers which shall he produced before him, 
write the word “ Borough ” opposite to the name of each voter on 
said registers of the counties of Eoscommon, SHgo, and Mayo 
respectively, whose (jualffication, as stated in said registers respec- 
tively, would not, after the issuing of a writ for the Borough of SHgo 
25 under the provisions of this Act, entitle such voter to vote for the 
counties of Eoscommon, SHgo, or Mayo respectively : and at any 
election for tlie cormties of Eoscommon, Sligo, and Mayo respec- 
tively which may tahe place in the year one thousand eight himdred 
and seventy-eight, after the issue of a writ for the borough of SHgo 
.30 under the provisions of this Act, the vote of any person against 
whose name the word " Borough” shall he written, if tendered in 
respect of such qualification, shall he rejected by the retm-ning 
officer. 

9. This Act shall he cited for all purposes as “ The Borough of Title of the 
35 SHgo Act, 1877.” 
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
